DEPT CONCURS IN USUN RECOMMENDATION REFTEL AND REQUESTS 
THAT ASSISTANT SECRETARY EASUM RAISE KHMER AND KOREA ISSUES 
DURING HIS TALKS WITH OFFTCIALS IN MALAWI, BOTSWANA, 

LESOTHO AND SWAZILAND. WE WOULD URGE, HOWEVER, THAT MAIN
